(By Universal Service) 

NEW LONDON, Conn., June 
—“If she starts going, 
‘unforseen accident can stop her.” 

This was the hopeful message 
sent here tonight by Lieutenant 
Commander Edward Ellsberg; in 
charge of the work of attempting 
to bring to the surface the sub- 
maiine §-51, rammed and = sunk 
off Block Island last September 
by the Atlantic liner City, of Rome. 

Actual raising cperations are 
expected to beg n this evening, 
Lieutcnant- Commander Elisberg 
said. He requested that two sub- 
marines be sent to the scertne of 
operations immediately. “They 
might be needed on very” short 
notice,’ his telegram to the Naval 
Base here state: 

Ellsburg explained that the sub- 
marines might be necessary to 
supply air pressure to help the 
pontoons raise the submarine, in 
which the bodies of twenty-five 
heroes of the sea repose. 

Thirty-seven men were aboard 
the ill-fated subzmarine when it 
was rammed. Three were rescu-

five are still in the hull. 

Kight pontoons are lashed to 
the ribs of the S-51. When the 
signal is given, these pontoons 
will be filled with compressed air. 
Three undamaged compartments

From down below, twenty rubber 
tendrils rise from the, pontoons 
to the dozen salvage vessels above 
to carry the compressed air.
